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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 8-26, 29-34, 36-38, 40-42, 44-46, and 48-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains,, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. Page 17 of the instant specification states 
that the invention has a specific criticality when the content of Zr is less than 0.01 % and 
the content of Bi is less than 0.005%. When these conditions are not met the invention 
is inoperable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Baba (5,576,133). Baba teaches 
an electrostatic image development carrier and related applications where the ferrite 
containing core contains Zr and Bi in small amounts (claims). In the alternative, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the claimed amounts of Zr 
and Bi because of the direct suggestion of Baba of using these components in minor 
amounts. 

5. Claims 1-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Baba as applied to claims 1-50 above, and further in view of Shinmura (2004/0185366). 
Baba is discussed above. Shinmura specifically teaches that Mn and Mg are well 
known in the art of carriers as known components including ferrite, Zr, and Bi 
(paragraphs 105-106) and the inclusion of such components would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art.
